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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 12/31/2008 has been entered. 

1.1 In response to communications filed on 12/3 1/2008, Applicant has amended claim 1 ; the 
following claims 1, 4-5, 7, 8, 15, 18, 20, and 43-47 are presented for examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 12/3 1/2008 was filed after the 
mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 10/2/2008. The submission is in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

data pattern, wherein the imposition is carried out by performing a 
Boolean operation with a discrete value of the second data pattern 
and multiple discrete values of the first data pattern; 

process a digital signal into a series of bitframes, wherein 
each bitframe includes a set of frames, and wherein each frame 
includes a set of blocks, and 

encode the third data pattern into the digital signal, wherein a 
different bit of the watermark is encoded in each frame of a plurality 
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of bitframes of the digital signal, and wherein a same bit of the covert 
message is encoded in each frame of a respective bitframe, wherein the 
same bit of the covert message is encoded in each frame of the respective 
bitframe at a different frequency with respect to each frame. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 15, 18, 20, and 43-47 are allowed.
